An Act to estahlish and incorporate a teaching and residential 

University in the State of Uttar Pradesh and to provide for 
matters con ected therewith or incidental thereto . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Forty - fifth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Babasaheb Bhimrao Ambedkar Uni- 
versity Act, 1994 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Govern 
ment may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint.

to offer appropriate courses relevant l or lor developmji u cially 
and economically depic :sed sections of the people including Stuur : 
technology and rural cratis ; to promote the study of the principles for 
which Babasaheb Bhimrao Ambedkat worked and liis lite time, 
namely , national integration . Social justice and democratic way 
of life , and also study of the Constitutions of the world to take 
appropriate measures for promoting innovations in teaching 
learning processes in inter- disciplinary studies and research and pay 
special attention to the promotion of educational and economic interests 
and welfare of the people in General and of member s belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribu s in particular ligy pro 
viding adequate percentage of seats for the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes and the University shall, in organising its activities, 
have due regard to the objects specified in the First Schedule.

(5 ) After considering the representations, if any , made by the Uni 
versity , the Visitor inly cause to be made such inspection or inquiry as is 
referred to in sub -section (3 ) . 

(0 ) Where any inspection or inquiry has been caused to be made 
by the Visitor, the University shall be entitled to appoint a representa 
tive , who shall have the right to be present and be heard at such inspec 
tion or inquiry . 

(7 ) The Visitor may , if the inspection or inqury is made in respect 
of the University or any College or Institution maintained by it, address 
the Vice - Chancellor with reference to the result of such inspection or 
inquiry together with such views und advice with regard to the action 
to be taken thereon , as the Visitor may be pleased to offer, and on 
receipt of address made by the Visltor , the Vice -Chancellor shall com 
municate to the Bourd of Management the views of the Visitor with 
such advice as the Visitor may offer upon the action to be taken thereon . 


(8 ) The Board of Management shall communicate , through the Vice 
Chancellor, tu the Vistor such action , if any, as it proposes to take or 
has been taken upon the result of such inspection or Inquiry . 

(9) Where , the Board of Management does not, within a reasonable 
time, take action to the satisfaction of the Visitor, the Visitor may, after 
considering any explanation furnished or representation made by the 
Board of Management, issue such directions as he may think fit and the 
Board of Management shall comply with such directions . 

(10 ) Without prejudice to the foregoing provisions of this section , 
the Visitor may , by order in writing, annul any proceeding of the Uni 
versity which is not in conformity with the Act , the Statutes or the 
Ordinances : 


Provided that before making any such order , he shall call upon the 
Registrar to show cause why such an order should not be made , and, it 
any cause is shown within a reasonable time, he shall consider the same.

29 . ( 1) The annual report of the University shall be prepared under 
the direction of the Board of Management, which shall include, among 
other matters, the steps taken by the University towards the fulflment 
of its objects .

( 3 ) A copy of the annual report as prepared under sub - section ( 1 ) , 
shall also be submitted to the Central Government, which shall, as 
soon as may be, cause the same to be laid before both Houses of Parlia 
ment.

30 . ( 1) The annual accounts and balance -sheet of the University shall 
be prepared under the directions of the Board of Management and shall, 
once at least every year and at intervals of not more than fifteen months, 
be audited by the Comptroller and Auditor -General of India or by such 
persons as he may authorise in this behalf.

THE OBJECTS OF THE UNIVERSITY 


The University shall endeavour to promote advanced knowledge by pro 
viding instructional and research facilities in Science and key and frontier 
areas of Technology and other allied disciplines and to offer appropriate 
courses relevant for the development of socially and economically depres 
sed sections of the people, including agricultural technology and rural 
crafts ; to promote the study of the principles for which Babasaheb Bhim 
rao Ainbedkar worked during his lifetime, namely , national integration , 
social justice and democratic way of life, and also study of the constitu 
tions, of the world . It would take appropriate measures for promoting 
innovations in teaching- learning processes in inter - disciplinary studies 
and research and pay special attention to the promotion of educationaland 
economic interests and welfare of the people in general and of members 
belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Trabes in particular by 
providing adequate percentage of seats for Schedulcil Castes and Sche 
duled Tribes, The University shall, in organising its activities, have due 
regard to the objects specified in the First Schedule .

(2x ) to transfer or accept transfers of any movable or immi y 
able property on behalt of the University ; 


( xi) to entzr into, vary /carry out and cancel contraris on he 
other means needed for carrying on the work of the University ;

( xii) to entertain , adjudicale upon and it Thought fit to madrass 
pny grjevances of the employees anil students of the University who 
may , for anv reil on , feel aggrieved : 
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( ZH ) to appoint examiners and moderators and , if necorary , 
to remove them , and to fix their fees, emoluments and travelling and 
other allowances, after consulting the Academic Council; 

(xiv ) to select a common seal for the University and provide 
for the custody and use of such seal;

ment and the Academic Council on any matter in connectice therewith 

( 3 ) The Academic Council and the Board of Management shall be 
bound to consider the recommendations of the Planning Board and shall 
implement such of the recommendations as are accepted by it . 

(4 ) Such of those recommendations of the Planning Board as have 
not been accepted by the Board of Management or the Academic Council

( 7 ) The annual accounts and the financial estimates of the University 
prepared by the Finance Officer shall be laid before the Finance Compjt 
tre for consideration and comments and thereafter submitted to the Board 
of Maragement for approval, 
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(8 ) The Finance Committee shall recomniend liputz for the total re 
curring expenditure and the total non - recurring expenditure for the year , 
based on the income and resources of the University which , in the case 
of protuctive works, may include the proceeds of loans) . 
Selection Committees 

20. ( 1) There shall be Selection Committees for making recommes 
dations to the Board of Management for appointment lo the posts of 
Professor, Reader, Lecturer, Registrar , Finance Offvr, Librarian and 
Principals of Colleges and Institutions maintained by the University . 

( 2 ) The Selection Committee for appointment to the posts specified in

Appointment for fired tenure 


22 . The Board of Management may appoint a person selected in 
accordance with the procedure laid down in Statute 20 for a fixed tenure 
on such terms and conditions as it deems fit . 


Recognised teachers 

23 ( 1) The qualifications of recognised teachers shall be such 
may be prescribed by the Ordinances. 
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(2 ) All applications for the recognition of teachers shall be made 
he such manner as may be laid down in the Ordinances. 

( 3) No teacher shall be recognised as a teacher except on the re 
commendation of a Selection Committee constituted for the purpose in 
the manner laid down in the Ordinances.

(5 ) The Academic Council may, by a special resolution passed by 
de majority of not less than two- thirds of the members present and 
voling, withdraw recognition from a teacher : 


Provided that no such resolution shall be passed until notice in 
writing has been given to the person concerned calling upon him to 
show cause , within such time as may be specified in the notice , why 
wuch resolution should not be passed and until his objections, if any , 
and any evidence he may produce in support of them have been con 
sidered by the Academic Council . 


(6 ) Any person aggrieved by an order of withdrawal under clause 
(5 ) may , within three months from the date of communication to him of 
such order , appeal to the Board of Management which may pass such 
orders thereon as it thinks fit . 


Committees 


24 . (1 ) Any authority of the University may appoint as many 
standing cr special Committees as it may deem fit , and may appoint to 
such Committees persons who are not members of such authority . 

(2 ) Any such Committee appointed under clause ( 1 ) may deal with 
uy subject delegated to it subject to subsequent confirmation by the 
wuthority appointing . 


Terms and conditions of service and code of conduct of the teachers , etc. 


25 . ( 1) All the teachers and other academic staff of the University 
shall, in the absence of any agreement to the contrary , be governed by 
the terms and conditions of service and code of conduct as are specified 
in the Statutes , the Ürdinances and the Regulations. 


( 2 ) Every teacher and member of the academic staff of the Uni. 
versity shall be appointed on a written contract, the form of which shall 
oe prescribed by the Ordinances. 


(3) A copy of every contract referred to in clause ( 2 ) shall be depo 
sited with the Registrar . 


Terms una editions of service and code of conduct of other employees 


26 . All the employees of the University other that the exchers and 
ther academic stwff of the University , shali, in the absence of y contract 
to the contrary , be governed by the terms and conditions of service aust 
code of conduct as are specified in the Statutes, the Ordinances and the 
Regulations . 
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Seniority list 

27 . ( 1) Whenever, in accordance with the Statutes, any person is to 
hold an office or be a member of an authorily of the University by rotation 
according to seniority , such seniority shall be determined according to 
the length of continuous service of such person in his grade , and , in 
accordance with such other principles as the Board of Management may , 
from time to time, prescribe . 


(2 ) It shall be the duty of the Registrar to prepare and maintain , 
in respect of each class of persons to whom the provisions of these 
Statutes apply , a complete and up -to - date seniority list in accordance 
with the provisions of clause ( 1 ) . 


(3 ) If two or more persons have equal length of continuous service 
in a particular grade or the relative seniority of any person or persons 
is otherwise in doubt, the Registrar may , on his own motion and shall, 
at the request of any such person , submit the matter to the Board of 
Management whose decision thereon shall be final. 


Removal of employees of the University 

28 . (1 ) Where there is an allegation of misconduct against a teacher, 
a member of the academic staff or other employee of the University , the 
Vice -Chancellor, in the case of the teacher or member of the academic 
staff , and the authority competent to appoint (hereinafter referred to as 
the appointing authority ) in the case of other employee, may , b , gruer 
in writing , place such teacher, meniber of the academic staff or other em 
ployee , as the case may be, under suspension and shall forthwith roport 
to the Board of Management the circumstances in which the order was 
made : 


Provided that the Board of Management may , if it is of the opinion 
that the circumstances of the case do not warrant the suspension of the 
teacher or the member of the academic staff , revoke such order . 


( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the tempor of this contract 
of appointment or of any other terms and conditions of service of the em 
ployees the Board of Management in respect of tcachers and other acade 
mic staff, and the appointing authority in respect of other employees, 
shall have the power to remove a teacher or a member of the academic 
staff , or as the case may be, other employee on grounds of misconcluri. 


( 3 ) Save as aforesaid , the Board of Management or as the case may 
be , the appointing authority , shall not be entitled to remove any teacher , 
member of the academic staff or other employee except for a good cause 
and after giving three months notice or on payment of three months 
salary in lieu thereof. 

( 4 ) No teacher , merober of the academir, staff ni nther comployee sha!) 
be removed under clause ( 2 ) or clause ( 3 ) unless he has been given a 
reasonable opportunity of showing cause against the action proposed to 
be taken in regard to him , 

(5 ) The removal of a teacher , member of the academic staff or other 
employeo shall take effect from the date on which the order of removal 
is made : 
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Provided that where the teacher, member of the academic staff or 
other epuployee , is under suspension at the time of his removal, such ro 
moval saali take effect from the date on which he was placed under sus 
pension . 


(6 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions 
of this Statute, a teacher, member of the academic staff or other employee 
may resign , 


( a ) if he is a permanent employee , only after giving three months 
notice in writing to the Board of Management or the appointing 
authority , as the case may be , or by paying three month s salary in 
lieu thereof ; 


(b ) if he is not a permanent employee , only after giving one 
month s notice in writing to the Board of Management or, as the case 
may be , the appointing auth yrty or by paying one months salary in 
lieu thereof; 


Provided that such resignation shall take effect only on the date on 
which the resignation is accepted by the Board of Management or the 
appointing authority , as the case may be . 
Honorary degrees 


29. ( 1) The Board of Management may , on the recommendation of 
the Academic Council and by a resolution passed by a majority of not 
less than two- thirds of the members present and voting, make proposals 
to the Visitor for the conferment of honorary degrees : 


Provided that in case of emergency, the Board of Management may , 
on its own motion , make such proposals, 


(2 ) The Board of Management may , by a resolution passed by a 
majority of not less than two - thirds of the members present and voting, 
withdraw , with the previous sanction of the Visitor , any honorary degree 
conferred by the University . 


Withdrawal of degrees, etc . 


30 . The Board of Management may , by a special resolution passed 
by a majority of not less than two- thirds of the members present and 
voting , withdraw any degree or academic distinction conferred on , or 
any certificate or diploma granted to , any person by the University for 
good and sufficient cause : 

Provided that no such resolution shall be passed until a notice in 
writing has been given to that person calling upon him to show cause 
within such time as may be specified in the notice why such a resolu 
tion should not be passed and until his objections, if any , and any 
evidence he may produce in support of them have been considered by 
the Board of Management, 


Maintenance of discipline among students of the University 


31 . ( 1 ) All powers relating to discipline and disciplinary action in 
relatior. to students of the University shall rest in hç Vice - Chancellor . 
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(2 ) Ino Vice -Chancellor may delegate all or any of his powers as he 
deems proper to a Proctor and to such other officers as he may specify 
is this behalf . 


(3 ) Without prejudice to the generality of his powers relating to 
the maintenance of discipline and taking such action , as may seem 10 
him appropriate for the maintenance of discipline, the Vice - Chanceilor 
may, in exercise of his powers, by order, direct that any student or 
students be expelled , or rusticated , for a specified period, or be not 
admitted to a course or courses of study in a College, Institutiou or 
Department of the University for a stated period , or be punished with 
fine for an amvunt to be specified in the order, or be debarred from 
taking an examination or examinations conducted by the University , 
College, Institution or Department or a School for one or more years , 
or that the results of the student or students concerned in the exami 
nation or examinations in which he or they have appeared be cancelled . 


( 4 ) The Principals of Colleges and Institutions, Deans of Schools of 
Studies and Heads of leaching Departments in the University shall have 
the authority to exercise all such disciplinary powers over the students 
in their respective Colleges, Institutions , Schools and teaching Deparı 
ments in the University as may be necessary for the proper conducí of 
such Colleges, Institutions, Schools and teaching Departments, 

(5 ) Without prejudice to the powers of the Vice -Chancellor, the 
Principals and other persons specified in clause (4 ) , detailed rules of 
discipline and proper conduct shall be made by the University . The 
Principals of Colleges, Instilutions, Deans of Schools of Siuvies un 
Heads of teaching Departments in the University may also make the 
supplementary rules as they deem necessary for the aforesaid purposes . 


(6 ) At the time of admission , every student shall be required to 
sign a declaradon to the effect that he submits himself to the disciplin 
nary jurisdiction of the Vice-Chancellor and other authorities of the 
University 
Convocations 

32. Convocations of the University for the conferring of degrees or 
for other purposes shall be held in such manner as may be prescribed 
by the Ordinances. 


Acting Chairman of meetings 

33. Where no provision is made for a President or Chairman to pre 
side over a meeting of any authority of the University or any Committec 
of such authority or when the President or Chairman so provided for 
is absent, the members present shall elect one from among themselves to 
preside at such meeting . 


Resignation 

34 . Any member , other than an ex -officio member of the Board of 
Management, the Academic Council or any other authority of the Uni 
versity or any Committee of such authority may resign by letter ad 
dressed to the Registrar and the resignation shall take effect as soon 29 
such letter is received by the Registrar , 
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Disqualifications 

35 . ( 1) A person shall be disqualified for being chusen as, and for 
being , a member of any of the authorilas oi tbe University, – 

(i) if he is of unsound mind ; 
( ii) if he is an unaischarged insolvent; 

(iii) if he has been convicted by a court of law of an offence 
involving moral turpitude and sentenced in respect thereof 10 
imprisonment for not less than six months. 

( 2 ) If any question arises as to whether a person is or had been 
subjected to any of the disqualifications mentioned in clause ( 1) , the 
question shall be referred to the Visitor and his decision shall be final 
and no suit or other proceeding shall lie in any civil court against such 
decision . 


Hesidence conditan for membership and office 


36 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person 
who is not ordinarily resident in India shall be eligible to be an officer of 
The University or am ber of any authority of the University. 


Membership of author es by virtue of membership of other bodies 


37 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the Statutes, a person 
who holds any post in the University or is a member of any authority or 
body of the University in his capacity as a member of a particular autho 
rity or body or as the holder of a particular appointment shall hold such 
office or membership only for so long as he continues to be a member 
of that particular authority or body or the holder of that particular ap 
pointment, as the case may be . 
Alumni Assocłation , 


38 . ( 1) There shall be an Alumni Association for the University . 

(2 ) The subscription for membership of the Alumni Association 
shall be prescribed by the Ordinances . 

(3 ) No member of the Alumni Association shall be entitled to vote 
or stand for election unless he has been a member of the Association for 
at least one year prior to the date of the election anri is a degree holder 
of the University of at least flve years standing : 

Provided that the condition relating to the completion of one year s 
membership shall not apply in the case of the first election , 


Students Council 

39 . (1 ) There shall be constituted in the University , a Students 
Council for every academic year, consisting of 

(i) the Dean of Students Welfare who shall be the Chairman 
of the Students Councti ; 

(t!) all students who have won prizes in the previous academic 
year in the fields of studies, Ane, arts, sports and extension work ; 
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( iii) twenty students to be nominated by the Academic Council 
on the basis of merit in studies , sports activities and all-round 
development of personality : 


Provided that any sturlent of the University shall have the right 
to bring up any maller concerning the University before the Students 
Council if so permiited by the Chairman , and he shall have the right 
to participate in the discussions at any meeting when the matter is 
kaken up for consideration , 


( 2 ) The functions of the Students Council shall be to make sugges 
tong to the appropriate authorities of the University in regard to the 
programmes of studies, students welfare and other matters of import 
ance in regard to the working of the University in general and such 
suggestions shall be made on the basis of consensus of opinion . 


( 3) The Students Council shall meet at least once in an academic 
year preferably in the beginning of that year. 


Ordinances how made 


40 . ( 1 ) The first Ordinances made under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 
28 may be amended , repealed or added to at any time by the Board of 
Management in the manner specified below . 


(2 ) No Ordinance in respect of the matters enumerated in section 
28 other than those enumerated in clause (n ) of sub - section (1 ) thereof, 
shall be made by the Board of Management unless a draft of such 
Ordinance has been proposed by the Academic Council . 

( 3 ) The Board of Management shall not have power to amend any 
draft of any Ordinance proposed by the Academic Council under 
clause (2 ), but niay reject the proposal or return the draft to the 
Academic Council for reconsideration , either in whole or in part, 
together with any amendment which the Board of Management may 
suggest. 

(4 ) Where rhe Board of Management has rejected or returned the 
draft of an Ordinance proposed by the Academic Council , the Academic 
Council may consider the question afresh and in case the original draft 
is reaffirmed by a majority of not less than two - thirds of the members 
present and voling and more than half the total number of members 
of the Academic Council, the draft may be sent back lo the Board of 
Management which shall either adopt it or refer it to the Visitor whose 
decision shall be final. 

(5 ) Every Ordinance made by the Board of Management shall 
come into effect immediately . 

(6 ) Every Ordinance made by the Board of Management shall be 
submitted to the Visitor within two weeks from the date of its adopt 
tion . The Visitor shall have the power to direct the University within 
tour prieks of the receipt of the Ordinanicht sivspend the operation of 
any such Ordinance and he shall, as soon as possible , Juform the Board 
of Management bout his objection 10 the proposed Ordinance . The 
Visitor may . after receiving the comments of the University , either 
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withdraw the order suspending the Ordinance or disallow the Ordinance , 
and his decision shall be final. 


Regulations 


41. ( 1) The authorities of the University may make Regulations 
consistent with the Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances for the follow 
ing matters , namely : 

( i) laying down the procedure to be observert it their meetings 
and the number of members required to form a quorum ; 

( ii ) providing for all matters which are required by the Act, 
the Statutes or the Ordinances to be prescribed by Regulations ; 

( iii ) providing for all other matters solely concerning such au 
thorities or committees appointed by them and not provided for by 
the Act, the Statutes or the Ordinances , 


( 2 ) Every authority of the University shall yrke Regulations pro 
viding for the giving i notice to the members of such 21thority of the 
dates of meeting and s * the business to be considered at meetings and 
for the keeping of a ri rd of the proceedings of meetings. 


( 3 ) The Board of Management may direct the amendment in such 
manner as it may specify , of any Regulation made under the Statutes 
or the annulment of any such Regulation . 


Delegation of powers 


12 . Subject to the provisions of the Act and the Statutes, any officer 
or whilaurity of the University inay delegate his or its power to any other 
officer or authority or person under his or jis respective control and 
subject to the condition that overall esponsibility for the everrise of the 
powers so delegated shall continua iu vest in the officer or authority 
delegating such powers .
